Indiana Gas Company filed revised 
rate schedules with the Public Service 
Com m ission of Indiana yesterday 
to 
replace those filed on Septem ber 27 
which had not as yet becom e effective. 


The rate schedules filed on Septem ber 
27 
refle c te d 
upw ard 
a d ju stm en ts 
designed to recover increases in the cost 
of gas from interstate pipeline suppliers 
which w ere to have been incurred as the 
result 
of 
the 
Federal 
Power 
Com­ 
m ission's authorization of increases in 
the nationwide ceiling rates for gas going 
into interstate com m erce. These new 
national rates were to becom e effective 
on October 27. The rate schedules filed by 
the Com pany on Septem ber 27 were 
e x p e c te d 
to

e ffe c tiv e 
on 
Novem ber I, after approval by the PSCI, 
in accordance with the procedures set 
forth in the Com m ission's 
Order of 
D ecem ber ll , 1970 which perm its the gas 
utilities of Indiana to adjust rates to

Secretary of State Ted Brown said Monday that Ohio's 
88 county boards of election have been directed to 
submit the result of their presidential recount by Dec. 9. 
The recount is expected to be completed by this 
weekend. 
The local boards of election began reviewing the 
state’s presidential balloting Monday in the recount 
requested by all 25 electors for President Ford. 
President-elect Jim m y Carter carried Ohio by 9,333 
votes out of the four million cast, less than one vote per 
polling place. Ford was eligible for a free recount under 
state law because the margin of victory was less than 
one-half per cent. 
It will cost taxpayers about $75,000 to verify the 
figures. 
Two of Ford’s electors have joined the U.S. Labor 
Party and the American Party in a lawsuit seeking a 
new election in Ohio on grounds of “widespread” voter 
fraud in major urban areas 
U.S. District Court in Columbus has been asked to 
issue a restraining order against final certification of 
Ohio’s results before the electoral college convenes Dec. 
13. 


Launch Tower Demolished Today 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla.

launch tower on the pad used to send John Glenn into 
orbit at the Kennedy Space Center will be demolished 
today, the Air Force said. 
The 110-foot high, 250-ton steel gantry from which 
technicians worked on the Mercury flights of Glenn and 
three other astronauts, was used from 1957 through 1966. 
Glenn, Scott Carpenter, Walter Schirra and Gordon 
Cooper all went into orbit from Complex 14, using the 
tower which will be toppled into dense, jungle-like 
undergrowth at the complex.

Political Winner? 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil (UPI) — Both sides in this 
month’s election claimed victors, and they are both 
probably right. But the biggest winner in the long run 
may have been the Brazilian political system. 
As expected the pro government Alliance for National 
Renewal (Arena) did well in the countryside, and the 
only legal opposition party, the Brazilian Democratic 
Movement (MDB), scored its expected gains in the big 
cities. 
While votes were still being counted, it appeared that 
Arena did a little better than expected in some of the 
medium-sized cities and will easily have a 3to-l lead in 
cities won. The MDB did not equal its clear defeat of 
Arena in the congressional elections of 1974. 
Franco Montoro, the MDB leader in the senate, has a 
fistful of reasons for not having routed the Arena. 
“Four big rocks were but in our path,” he said. He 
named them as: 
—The radio and television law which virtually 
eliminated broadcast attacks on the government by 
banning any debate on any issue during television and 
radio free time. The campaign ads just showed 
candidates 
names, 
backgrounds 
and 
registration 
numbers, without comment, and was boring to the point 
of being ridiculous- 
-A stepped-up federal propaganda campaign about all 
the wonderful things the government was doing for the 
people, which, although it mentioned no party by name, 
contained “subliminal propaganda for A r e n x , ” 
according to Montoro; 
—What he called “The intense utilization of the 
federal, state and municipal machinery to favor Arena” 
including timely announcements of beneficial programs, 
and; 
—The participation of President Ernesto Geisel in the 
campaign. 
Indeed, Geisel made an 
unprecedented 
16-state 
campaign tour drumming up support for Arena — while 
criticism of the government was being kept off the air. 
These factors kept the MDB from repeating its victory 
of 1974 where it outpolled Arena by some three million 
votes, but Montoro and others claim the comparison 
should not be made to 1974 congressional elections but to 
the last municipal elections, those of 1972. Compared to 
Arena’s vote rout of nearly eight to one in 1972, the 
MDB gains Nov. 22 are impressive. 
More subtle, but probably equally as impressive, is 
the victory for continued political development of Brazil. 
Military sources said that an MDB rout of Arena, 
especially after Geisel took an active part in the 
campaign and turned it into a a plebiscite on ms 
administration — would have put into jeopardy Geisel’s 
socalled 
“depressurization” 
campaign 
of 
slightly 
loosening up the military governm ent’s tight controls 
and would have left in doubt the 1978 congressional and 
gubernatorial elections. 
MDb Senator Nelson Carneiro said, “There were 
three winners, the Arena, the MDB and the process.” 
“The Brazilian process is also victorious,” he said, 
“ because the election strengthened the conviction that 
the progress of depressurization will be norm al...”

Can yon let os hi on some of 
the secret! ai how doctors take 
care of their owa Illnesses? —

Dear Miss E.: 
That’s a fine trap you’ve set 
for me. My confessional to you 
would have to reveal how 
careless I am, and I’m sure 
many other doctors are, about 
their own health. 
The yearly examinations we 
recommend to our patients are 
overlooked far too often by 
many of us in the practice of 
medicine. 
Should a doctor sneeze or 
cough 
while 
examining 
a 
patient almost invariably he’ll 
hear the facetious comment, 
“I’ll refer you to a good doc­ 
tor!” 
Or, 
“ Doctor, 
you 
shouldn’t be sick. After all, you 
know how to take care at 
yourself.” 
Actually, doctors are heir to 
all of the same physical and 
emotional problems that affect 
their patients. 
There is no 
greater fallacy than the belief 
that doctors are not vulnerable 
simply because they have a 
medical degree 
I should add, in defense of the 
neglect by a doctor of his own 
health, 
that he is able to 
evaluate many symptoms as 
they arise and solve them 
himself. 
Related to your question and 
my answer lies an important 
aspect of the relationship 
between doctors and their 
patients. Patients must realize 
that doctors do get sick. They do 
have 
emotionally 
trying 
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situations within the framework 
of their home and family. They 
are burdened by all of the 
psychological 
and 
social 
pressures of modern society. An 
understanding of this may 
make patients realize that the 
doctor cannot always be the 
Rock of Gibraltar at all hours of 
the day or night. 
Even the most patient and 
good-humored doctor will have 
an alteration of personality lf

Mutual

History And Hearsay 
Railroad Realities

As bad as Amtrak seems today, with delays 
caused by decaying tracks and obsolete 
equipment it is still a far cry from those early 
days of the New Albany and Salem Railroad. 
Although Jim Brooks had seen his road 
grow from a local line connecting two fairly 
close cities to one which crossed the state, 
there were still problems with early Indiana 
railroads. 
Although 
passenger 
cars 
cost 
the 
astonomical sum of $2,000 ea«.n they were still 
primative affairs. Each car could seat bet­ 
ween fifty and sixty persons. The cars were lit 
with lamps which burned lard oil and con­ 
tinually smoked. Basically there were three 
types of cars. One car served for baggage, 
mail and freight while a separate car was 
reserved for ladies It was at the extreme end 
of the train and no man was allowed into it 
unless accompanied by a lady. All cars 
reserved for men were smokers and non­ 
smokers had no choice but to put up with their 
smoking companions 
All railway employes were underpaid and 
stretched out their meager incomes by selling 
all sorts of things on the trains. The practice 
of sales to passengers continued until the 
United States Postm aster-G eneral com ­ 
plained about adding on extra cars for mail 
since mail cars were being used by train 
crews to sell their wares 
Schedules were rarely ever met and 
passengers 
were 
always 
late 
to 
their 
destinations. One good example of horrible 
service on the New Albany involved one of 
America's foremost citizens and journalists. 
In October, 1853, Horace Greeley was in 
Indiana on one of his famous temperance 
lectures He arrived at what he thought was 
the NA & S terminal in Lafayette only to 
discover he was at the wrong depot. He- 
hurried over to the correct train station only 
to find himself stranded as the train puffed 
out 
toward his destination of 
LaPorte 
Twenty-four hours later Greeley hopped on 
hoard the New Albany and Salem to get to 
l^aPorte For the remainder of his life he 
remembered the trip and wished he hadn't 
ridden the NA & S. 
The train was overcowded with grain, 
lumber, hogs and passengers. It took the train 
three hours to travel 14 miles During the 
three hours it left the track once. It took two 
hours at Brookston to take on water and wood 
About a half mile north of Brookston the 
tram 's boiler blew up. Greeley was getting 
exasperated by now and insisted he had to get 
going A thoughtful conductor put the editor 
on a handcar and both pumped it 43 miles to 
Culvertown where the New York Herald 
leader hoped to get a train to LaPorte 
Another disappointment awaited the New 
Yorker 
The train had already left for 
LaPorte. Greeley was not yet ready to give 
up It was now one o’clock in the morning and 
the editor banged on doors getting the good 
citizens of Culvertown out of bed. No one 
would rent him a team of horses to finish his 
trip At this point, the conductor who had 
gotten him to Culvertown came to his aid 
again He loaned the editor the handcar and 
rousted some Culvertownsmen out of their 


sleep and Greeley hired them to pump the 
handcar to 
LaPorte. 
At 
nine a.m., 
a 
somewhat tired editor was ready to deliver 
his lecture on the evils of demon rum. 


It is possible that Greeley might have 
ridden on the NA & S on a free pass. There 
were many such railroad passes given out in 
those days. Hundreds of free passes given 
away every year and one railroad historian 
said they were one of the early evils of 
railroading. You could obtain a pass for 
almost anything. Families were given free 
passes if they helped build a wood-up or a 
water tank Anyone who shipped goods on the 
line got a free pass. All public officials, even 
those whose terms of office had long since 
expired expected free passes simply because 
of their position One hog raiser demanded a 
pass because he shipped as many hogs as 
any other man on the line 


In addition to free passes, conductors were 
often caught knocking down fares to their 
friends. For that reason the line demanded 
that no one board the train until he had first 
purchased his ticket at the office. One way the 
line made money was to sell excursion tickets 
for points of interest along its way. Favorite 
excursions spots were Bedford, Bloomington, 
lafayette and Michigan City. Since the ex­ 
cursions were so popular the company often 
ran short of rolling stock 
Although the excursions made money for 
the line, they couldn't help it to make the kind 
of profit it took to keep the New Albany and 
Salem running The line did make a small 
profit each year, but it was never enough to 
keep the wolf from the door There was not 
enough money made in it to pay wages. The 
panic of 1857 caused the retirement of 
President Brooks and a trustee was appointed 
to run the line which declared bankruptcy. 
The story of what happened next is an old 
and sad one in American business. The 
visionaries such as Brooks who had dreamed 
great dreams could not meet the financial 
demands required in expanding business. 
Then the bankers and financiers took over. Its 
new owners renamed it the Chicago, New 
Albany & louisville. The only thing which 
saved the newly named line was the Civil 
War. By 1870 the road was in financial jams 
again. It was thrown into receivership and 
another reorganization took place 27 years 
later In 1897 the railroad had another name 
change. It was now the Chicago, Indianapolis 
& louisville But all through the years it was 
known as the Monon line. The word in the 
language of the Potawatomi Indians who once 
roamed northern Indiana means either “to 
carry” or “swiftly moving " The latter name 
would have made Horace Greeley laugh 
One moment of glory remained for the 
Monon One of its passengers used to ride its 
cars to Shelby on the Kankkakee river where 
he would do some fishing from time to time. 
As he rode, the passenger, a former civil war 
general would write portions of a manuscript 
which he was turning into a novel about life 
during the times of Jesus He was Major- 
General Lew Wallace, Crawfordsville laywer, 
New Mexico territorial governor and author 
of one of the world’s best sellers "Ben Hur "

—the world's longest running play. 
Dame Agatha herself did not live to see 
the Silver Jubilee of her durable whodunnit 
She died in January at 85, leaving the rights 
and royalties of the work to her grandson 


who became a millionaire in his early 30s 
Most members of the royal family have 
seen the play So have 4 million others and 
there is no sign of a final curtain. 
It opened at the 453-seat Ambassador's 
Theater with Richard Attenborough and

roles 
Since opening 
night, 
132 
actors 
and 
actresses have appeared in the play and the 
set, furnishings and curtains have all been

Systems Move Text

as facsimile transmission promises new 
speed and savings in periodical and catalog 
printing 
The new system claims the additional 
na! merit that it will transmit headlines and 
text 
and 
photographic 
h a l f t o n e s 
simultaneously with equal 
fidelity, thus 
making it possible to move completed pages 
ready for plate making at widely distributed 
printing plants. 
It eliminates pasteups and photoengraving 
of individual pictures at the various printing 
plants and also avoids or minimizes quality 
variation in the plates at the different plants 
because all are prepared from the same 
master 
magnetic 
tapes and 
the 
same 
computer iaformation 
The first equipment for the new system 
has been acquired by the newsmagazine 
U.S. News & World Report of Washington, 
D. C., which will start using it regularly in 
February to transmit full pages of the 
magazine to printing plants in Old Saybrook, 
Conn., Chicago and Iajs Angeles. 
The magazine Newsweek 
rented US. 
News & World Report’s new equipment to 
publish its first weekly edition after the 
presidential election, "It enabled us to get 
out about two days earlier with the election 
issue than we would have with our regular 
system of transmitting text 
and flying 
pictures to our printing plants,” said Dave 
Fluhrer, Newsweek’s circulation director 


Fluhrer said newsstand sales for the edition 


consequently were up substantially 
and 
returns were minimal. 


The new system, made by Information 
International, Inc., Los Angeles, has two 
main units. A continuous tone scanner scans 
type, line drawings and photos, and a 
computer peripheral device breaks the text 
and 
pictures 
into 
computer 
c o d e d 
information that can be transmitted by 
telephone line and put on magnetic tape to 
operate a composing machine that makes 
complete page press plates 


The photo information is transmitted in 
dots rather than the crossed line screens of 
conventional systems but the resulting plate, 
whether 
for 
letterpress 
or 
lithographic 
printing, is of equal quality. 
President A L. Fenaughty of Information 
International conceded that the equipment is 
expensive initially but the money and time 
savings are potentially great, he said 
"It transmits a complete page in six 
minutes compared to 15 to 20 minutes by 
regular 
facsimile 
and 
the 
photos 
are 
transmitted 
simultaneously 
instead 
o f 
having to be transmitted separately or be 
flown to the printing plants, "Fenaughty 
explained. 
Also the system can use lower grade 
telephone 
wires, 
the

customarily for $2,000 a month, whereas the 
best conventional wirephoto transmitting 
systems require wires that lease for as high 
as $9,000 a month,’ he added.

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Jimmie Carter Our Incoming President 


The Man And 
The Message 


PLAINS, Ga (UPI) - Three 
days after the election, Jimmy 
Carter talked to reporters at 
his mother’s Pond House. It 
was as if nothing had changed 
The president-elect was wear 
ing heavy work shoes, denim 
shirt, blue jeans. 


The scene was symbolic. As 
president, Carter probably will 
bring to Washington a life style 
much 
less 
pretentious 
and 
formal than any recent presi­ 
dent. 
And 
he 
will 
pursue 
relentlessly the same goals he 
campaigned for — government 
reorganization, a 
balanced 
budget and tax and welfare 
reform. 


His Style 


In perhaps every one of his 
1,400 campaign speeches, Cart­ 
er 
portrayed 
himself as 
a 
smalltown 
businessman 
and 
farmer who embarked on his 
pursuit of the presidency short 
of funds and shorter of fame. 


He said he was the first 
member of his father’s family 
to graduate high school He told 
how 
he 
was 
raised 
in 
a 
predominantly 
black 
com ­ 
munity When asked, he told of 
his faith in Jesus Christ. 


Unlike other politicians who 
still boast of their long-distant 
humble origins, Carter now, at 
this moment, still lives where 
he was raised: Plains, Ga., 
Pop 683 


During 
the 
campaign 
he 
returned to Plains every few 
days. As president he will come 
home about once a month — 
"IO times a year,” he told one 
person here 
Press 
Secretary and 
con­ 
fidante Jody Powell explained 
why. “He just relaxes better in 
Plains .” 


Carter 
shunned 
President 
Ford's offer of Air Force One 
during the transition period, 
partly because the high cost of 
operating 
the 
elaborate 
jet 
would have to be paid from his 
transition budget. But partly it 
was the same thinking that had 
caused him to eschew limou­ 
sines during his campaign. 
A few days ago, Carter flew 
to a meeting with congressional 
leaders at Lovejoy, Ga., in a 
twin-engine plane owned 
by 
Tom Peterson, an old friend 
and operator of the grass-strip 
Plains airport. 
It was rainy and cloudy. But 
Carter grumbled in protest that 
the Secret Service had directed 
that he be driven an extra 15 
miles to Americus, Ga., which 
has 
an 
airport 
with 
hard 
surface runway. 
On the way home, the Secret 
Service said Peterson should 
land at Albany, Ga , a larger, 
better-equipped airport 40 miles 
away. As Peterson was flying 
over Plains he remarked that 
visibility was sufficient to land 
Carter 
ignored 
the 
anxious 
agents and told him to do so 
When Carter was preparing 
to go to Washington for his first 
visit since the election, he twice 
made trips between his home 
and the car carrying his bags 
and his Kosalynn’s 


At his inaugural, Carter will 
wear 
a 
business 
suit, 
not 
formal attire. He will have 
inaugural parties, not balls 
In 
the 
White 
House, 
the 
Carters reportedly will serve 
only wine, not hard liquor 
They will go faithfully to a 
Baptist church, not hold reli­ 
gious services 
in 
the 
East 
Room. 


Daughter 
Amy, 
a 
fourth 
grader, will go to a public 
school in Washington, not one 
of the several exclusive private 
schools catering to politicians’ 
children. Carter will play 
tennis, a sport his father loved, 
and go home to Georgia to hunt 
and fish. He will not play golf. 


His Program 


During his long campaign 
Carter spoke repeatedly of the 
need for better relationships — 
between 
Congress 
and 
the 
White House, between govern 
ment and the people. A planner 
himself, he spoke of the need 
for planning — in education, 
transportation, in other areas of 
society 


To em phasize the point, 
high C arter source told report 
ers later that the President 
elect had asked the congres 
sional leaders to ‘‘accom odate’ 
him on that point because 
was of "particular im portance’ 
to him 
Several of the leaders gave 
C arter reason to be optimistic. 


Retiring Senate Dem ocratic 
leader Mike Mansfield said “all 
the om ens are good 
Sen. 
Gaylord 
Nelson 
of 
Wisconsin said C arter would 
receive a "very cooperative” 
reception on Capitol Hill. 
Sen 
Edmund S. Muskie of 
Maine 
predicted 
"a 
honey 
m oon.” 
O’Neill said Congress would 
‘work 
with 
him ” 
toward 
C arter’s objectives of peace in 
the world, a strong economy 
and a balanced budget. But the 
Boston politician refused to say 
he would m ake C arter’s legisla­ 
tive 
priorities 
his 
own 
pri 
orities. 


His Administration 


He said his No. I domestic 
priority was finding jobs for the 
8 million unemployed. He spoke 
of the need for comprehensive 
health care and welfare reform, 
and said he would be ready to 
proceed in this areas soon after 
inauguration. He also proposed 
tax reform, but said this would 
require a year’s study. 


When the Republican Nation­ 
al Convention pictured him as 
an irresponsible spender, Cart­ 
er said he would balance the 
budget by the end of his first 
term even if it meant delaying 
some of his social programs 
And he spoke about, probably 
more than any other topic, the 
need for government reorgani­ 
zation. 


Some Washington observers 
speculated Carter would soft- 
pedal his ambitious legislative 
agenda 
in 
the 
interests 
of 
harmony with Congress, where 
the probable new Democratic 
leaders — Sen. Robert Byrd 
and Rep Thomas P. O'Neill — 
may be far tougher than their 
predecessors 


These observers were wrong 
When Carter went to the 
Lovejoy meeting, he made a 
symbolic concession to Con­ 
gress by going to their turf — 
Sen. Herman Taimadge s an­ 
tebellum mansion pictured in 
the opening scenes of “Gone 
With the Wind.” 


Once 
their 
Southern-style 
meal was over, Carter told the 
congressional leaders he would 
have "specific proposals, in 
eluding tax reform and welfare 
reform, 
carrying 
out 
the 
promises 
I 
made 
to 
the 
American people.” 


And he made a top priority 
renewal of the old 
Hoover 
commission law, under which a 
president may reorganize the 
executive branch subject 
to 
congressional veto 


"I would like for Congress to 
take the fullest possible action 
to direct 
me to make the 
executive 
branch 
efficient,” 
said 
Carter, 
as 
he 
stood 
alongside 
the 
congressional 
'powerhouses

C arter won the Dem ocratic 
presidential nomination in part 
by welding a grand coalition. 
With the polarized 1972 candida­ 
cy of Sen 
George McGovern 
well in mind, C arter dem on­ 
strated a capacity not only to 
co m m u n ica te 
w ith 
d iv erse 
groups 
but 
to 
bring 
them 
shoulder-to-shoulder. 
He went to stock car races 
and rock music picnics and 
gave interviews to 
religious 
p u b licatio n s 
and 
P layboy 
m agazine. He wooed and won 
union leaders, m ayors such as 
Richard J 
Daley of Chicago 
and Coleman Young of Detroit, 
and Alabam a Gov. George C. 
W allace 
and 
other 
southern 
Dem ocratic politicians. 
After he won the election, he 
moved 
to heal 
wounds. 
He 
invited 
Secretary

Henry A. Kissinger to Plains. 
During the cam paign C arter 
criticized him as "the Long

"If he is not too ambitious 
and doesn't overstretch himself, 
there is no doubt Congress will

us,” Long said. 
Still, the consensus em erging 
from 
interview s 
with 
other 
Dem ocrats in Congress is that 
Carter m ust seize the momen 
turn early next year and hold it 
if his legislative program is to 
be enacted intact. 
Some D em ocrats, including 
Rep 
M orris 
Udall, 
D Ariz., 
suggest that C arter and his Hill 
allies jointly draw up a list of 
"half a 
dozen 
m ajor 
bills” 
vetoed by President Ford and 
"ram them through quickly one 
by one.” 
“Quick action and momentum 
are import to the success of his 
legislative 
program ,” 
Udall 
said in an interview’ 


"This tim e we won t need 67 
per cent to override a veto, but 
51 per cent. 
Some of these 
things, such as public works, 
public service jobs, education, 
housing bills could make a big 
im pact" on the economy and on 
C arter’.® effectiveness with Con­ 
gress. 
However, Udall also believes 
“tax reform , government reo r­ 
ganization and health insurance 
will be areas of difficulty,” as 
will defense spending. 
“C arter’s proposed $5-7 bil­ 
lion cut in defense spending is 
sure to fire strong controver­ 
sy,” 
Udall 
said. 
"The

will

decision h e ’ll have to m ake 
early. 
It 
will

situation with C arter A lot of 
Dem ocrats will feel misled no 
m atter how he decides.” 
Should C arter decide a quicK 
tax cut is needed next year to 
further stim ulate the economy, 
Long thinks Congress would 
respond 
“ in 
short 
order,” 


providing that he “consulted 
with Congress before he sent it 
up.” 
But C arter m ay have trouble 
with a tax cut in the House 
where Ways and Means Chair­ 
man 
Al 
Ullman, 
D-Ore., 
is 
suggesting he prefers a fiscal 
stimulus to im prove the econo­ 
my. 
B ecause of an im plied or 
explicit veto threat from Ford, 
num erous 
bills 
w ithstrong 
Democratic support failed to 
get through Congress in final 
form. 
C arter has indicated he will 
support 
a 
num ber 
of 
the 
m easu res, and 
D em ocratic 
lea d ers a re e a g e r for quick 
approval in the coming session. 
Chief among them is a bill 
creating a Consum er Protection 
Agency to represent consum ers 
before governm ent regulatory 
proceedings. 
Another 
is 
the 
“sunset” bill that would au ­ 
tom atically review all govern­ 
ment 
program s 
every 
five 
years, term inating those found 


to be unnecessary. Still another 
is the national postcard voter 
registration bill. 
If the economy still is in the 
doldrums in January, Demo­ 
crats also will press once again 
for passage of the Humphrey-

Kennedy, D-Mass., author of a 
national cradle-to-grave health 
insurance program run by the 
Social Security Administration. 
Carter has said that he would 
"like to reserve the right to

He is on record favoring 
universal and mandatory cover­ 
age aspects of the pending 
health insurance proposals, but 
believes it "can be achieved in 
a fiscally responsible manner 
utilizing the strengths of both 
the public and private sectors.”
